The Chief Executive set forth 
his views in a special statement 
issued after a one-hour White 
House meeting with Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles.

LONDON, Aug. 28 (AP) —- 
Russia said in words to- 
day that the Western plan for 
a two-year suspension of nu- 
clear weapon tests could not be 
accepted, a British informant 
reported. 

Soviet rejection of the West- 
ern plan was clearly implied in 
a blast released against it yes- 
terday by Valerian Zorin, Mos- 
cow's delegate to the disarma- 
ment talks. 

Some Western diplomats ex- 
pect the Russians now to walk 
out, but they are going ahead 
with plans to lay their complete 
package disarmament plan be- 
fore the five-nation subcommit- 
tee of the U.N. Disarmament 
Commission tomorrow. 

But Zor:n put the Russian re- 
jection of the Western plan for 
a two-year suspension of atomic 
tests before the subcommittee 
today in even plainer words. 
He said: 

“We do not regard this pro- 
posal as forming a basis for 
agreement.” 

The Western proposal sub- 
mitted Aug. 18 called for a two- 
stage moratorium on nuclear 
tests along with definite meas- 
ures for conventional disarma- 
ment and limitation of nuclear

ABENCY BILLS ARE SIGNED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (Ap) 
—President Eisenhower today 
signed séparate bills appropri. 
ating $2,323,632,500 for the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
providing for United States par- 
ticipation im the internation;! 
atomic efiergy organization. He 
signed also a stipplemental ap- 
propriation bill carrying $1,734 - 
011,947 for various agencies. 

The AEC approprirtion was 
$167,992,500 less than the Pre-- 
ident requested but included 
limited funds for work on ex.

groups. The international atomic 
énergy measure. provides {or 
United States participation in 
the “atoms for peace” agency 
organized by 80 nations.

TECKENDORE: 


That’s Usual Procedure, 
Aid Explains, but As- 
serts Money Can Be 
Obtained -Elsewhere 
for Development. 


William Zeckendorf probably 
will invite St. Louis investors to 
join him in redeveloping the 
Mi}l Creek Valley slum area if 
the New “York operator is 
awarded the $250,000,000 proj- 
ect, a Zeckendorf associate said 
today. 

John Price Bell, a vice presi- 
dent of Zeckendorf’s firm, 
Webb & Knapp Inc., said the 
question of local participation 
for the St. Louis project had 
not been discussed as yet. 

“We usually invite local in- 
vestors to join us, but if they 
don’t, we can always. get the 
financing elsewhere,” Bell said. 
“But local participation is de- 
sired by us for a variety of 
reasons.” 

“One reason is, Webb & 
Knapp’s money is not inex- 
haustible,” another Zeckendorf 
aid commented. 

Value of Local Financing. 

“If we didn’t invite local par- 
ticipation wherever we go, 
there would be danger that we 
would be resented as ‘outsiders’ 
trying to capitalize on a local 
situation,” Bell said. 


“It is good business as well 
as good public relations to have 
local interests share the proj- 
ect,” he said. “Wherever local 
money is invested, there is 
local interest in the job. When 
it’s time to rent, say, a build- 
ing that we've erected, loca] in- 
terests help us do it. If no 
local financing is represented, 
residents regard the structure 
as being our building, and the 
responsibility of renting it be- 
ing our problem.”

PAY RISE VOTED: 
VETO IS UNELY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. AS 
—Republicans predicted today. 
President Eisenhower would 
veto as inflationary pay in- 
creases voted by Congress for 
1,488,000 federal workers. 

Two big 
fatten the pay envelopes for 
postal and government white 
collar workers about $816,640,- 
000 a year. 

The Senate last night over- 
whelmingly approved both bills 
despite strong Administration 
objections and persistent fore- 
casts of vetoes. The. 
already easily cleared through 
the House—were sent to the 
White House. 

The President has denounced 
the bills repeatedly as infla- 
tionary. Senate Republican 
Leader William F. Knowland 
predicted Mr. Eisenhower would 
veto both of them.

Elton Tubbs has invented a cur- 
rant harvester that. also ear | 
prove a boon to growers of | 
grapes, cherries and raspber- 
ries. 

Tubbs, president of the El-Flo 
Machinery Corp. here, has de-

The currant-picker, which is 
self-propelled, was designed on 
a clipper-vacuum theory. As the

4 N ACROSS-THE-BOARD price freeze at the level prevailing 
July 31 has given France and the French a fine chance to

The freeze which was announced last night follows the 
partial devaluation of the france on Aug. 10 and is designed to 
prevent the inflationary circle of rising prices and claims for 
higher wages which would normally follow devaluation.

One major exception to the 
price freeze which may wreck 
the whole operation is made in 
favor of exporters. They will be 
permitted to increase domestic 
prices if they can prove they 
plan to expand their exports. 

This is commonly regarded as 
a dangerous and unnecessary 
sop to French exporters who 
have already profited by the 20 
per cent devaluation of the 
frane and who in the past have 
been granted many favors. 

“From now on every French 
manufacturer becomes an ex- 
porter,” was the general reac- 
tion to this nieasure. 

‘Error’ Over Date. 

The Government announced 
today that it was freezing prices 
at the July 31 level instead of 
the Aug. 15 level quoted yes- 
terday by Finance Minister Fe- 
lix Gaillard. 

Officials said there was an 
“error’ at the ministry. 

The change meant that some 
prices would be rolled back to 
lower levels, Prices inched up- 
ward throughout August, espe- 
cially after devaluation of the 
franc. 

Prices of most industrial 
‘goods affected by the decree 
were virtually the same on ‘both 
dates. However, the prices of 
some vegetables were lower on 
July 31 than they were on Aug. 
15. For example, the price of 
carrots, leeks, onions and cab- 
bage dropped an average of 10 
francs (four cents) a kilogram 
(2.2 pounds). 

Some luxury household goods 
not affected by the freeze also 
will be cheaper, since large de- 
partment stores voluntarily have 
reduced prices 6 to 10 per cent 
on such items as radios, tele- 
vision sets, records, cameras 
and phonographs. 

Gaillard relying on these 
price drops to help avert a 
new round of wage increases 
this fall. 

Experts Doubtful. 

Economic experts are in- 
clined to take a highly bearish 
view of the price freeze and 
prospects of imposing econom- 
ic discipline by decree. 

They make the following 
points: 

1. Theoretically and legally 
prices. are already frozen at the 
leyel prevailing June 19, 1956, 
for exerything but imports, 
coal and steel and agricultural 
goods. But so many exceptions 
have been granted to manufac- 
turers that the measure has 
been completely ineffective. 

2. There aren’t enough eco- 
nomic police in France to en- 
force any freeze. 

3. The government's appeal 
to the people’s sense of nation- 
al interest recalls a similar ap- 
peal made to motorists after 
the Suez crisis. Nobody paid 
any attention to it. . 

4. The big inflationary pres- 
sure is going to come from the 
labor unions, who are prepar- 
ing to demand wage increases 
within the next month, and 
from the farmers and wine 
producers. The farmers are al- 
ready complaining because the 
government pegged wheat prices 
at 1 per cent below the 1955 
level and the wine producers 
have upped their prices 12 
francs since June and have 
been planning to boost them by 
another 3 francs. 

Neither the unions nor the 
farmers are apt to respond 
to any “psychological appeal.” 

Victim of Inflation. 

Principal victims of the in- 
flation are not the well-heeled 
folks or even ordinary workmen 
and their families. 

The rich can ride the infla- 
tionary wave to greater wealth 
by investing in land, gold or 
stocks.

6030 francs ($16.88) a month.

year. 

Another form of pension is 
the special old-age allowance 
for indigent persons over 65 
who do not qualify for the first 
two kinds. It amounts to 2860 
francs ($5.62) a month.

All persons drawing pensions 
whose total annual income, in- 
cluding old-age allowances, does 
not come to more than $562 a 
year get an extra supplemen- 
tary old-age allowance of 2600 
francs ($7.28) a month. Thus, 
the minimum old-age pension 
comes to 5460 ($15.28) a month. 

The low level of old-age pen- 
sions under the “general 
regime” is due partly to the 
fact that pensions have to be 
paid to practically everybody.

Our military analyst then went on to say that 
Russia was “well along in préparations for using 
medium and long-range ballistic missiles, with 
missile-launching sites ,already established in 
eastern Europe.” On all this, he based the grim 
conclusion that “a terrifying missile race is 
under way between Russia and the United 
States.”

Then two months ago Gen. Phillips, reverting 
to this same subject, quoted the words of Lt. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, chief of the Army’s re- 
search and development work, that “the Rus- 
Sians are ‘away ahead of us’ in the range of bal- 
listic missiles they have fired.” Bringing Gen. 
Gavin's statement up to date, our correspondent, 
last July 10, said that current information indi- 
cated “that the Russians are still ‘away ahead 
of us’ In range” and that the missiles they were 
said to be firing had a range “from 3500 ‘to 
5000 miles.” 

The seriousness of the Russian announcement 
has been quickly recognized in Congress. While 
Senators Saltonstall of Massachusetts and Bush 
of Connecticut said the Russian bulletin was too 
vague to be credited as truthful, another Re- 
publican made no effort to’discount it.

Life Is More Than Symbols 


THE WAY OF ZEN, by Alan W.. Watts. 
' (Pantheon Books, 256 pgs., $4.75.) 

One of the tendencies of our time 

is a growing interest in Eastern relli- 


gions and philosophies. 
Artists, psychologists, philosophers 
the. world have become in- 
creasingly interested by a unique form 
of Asian philosophy which for more 
than a thousand ‘7 has been of in- 
fluence in the art, life and thought of 


a Japan. | 

This is Zen Buddhism. It is one of 
the very few forms of philosophy which 
stresses the way of experiencing rather 
than abstract thinking and offers some- 
thing more thdn.a-set of theories and 
ideals. 

The concepts of Zen are built around 
the doctrine that many of our most 
tormenting problems are abstract crea- 
tions of thought.. When we look ‘out- 
side of ourselves they vanish in the 
instant that we begin to see our every 
day world just as it presents itself to 
our senses. 

Zen traces its origin in Indian and 
Chinese thought as background for a 
clear and vivid description of its way 
of living and feeling. It has devéloped 
techniques for overconiing the mind's 
frustrating ion of symbolic 
thought with eetual experience. 


Alan Watts is a teacher in the Amer- 
iean Academy of Asian studies in San 
Francisco. .He has written a most 
readable book. It will do much to 
break down the old false cliche that 
“East is East and West is West and 
never the twain shall meet.” 

He finds in Zen some:striking anal- 
agies between Eastern Zen and West- 
ern Semiantics which share a common 
distrust of the high order language ab- 
stractions that men have built above 
the everyday level of sense experience. 
Here we have a union between Oriental 
mysticism and Western scientific philos- 


ophy. 

Both the way of Zen and the Seman- 
tic way share a humanist approach. 
Students of the great religions of the 
world will find “The Way of Zen” a 
most informative book. 

In these d of faster world travel 
the trend of both East and West is to 
learn from each other, as they both 
become increasingly aware of the fatal 
confusion between fact and symboy.

This is so despite the fact 
that this year more Democrats 
than previously voted to cut 
foreign aid funds.

The truth is that both parties 
were so divided on foreign aid 
that neither could well make a 
positive issue for it.

Combine Against Schools. 


But certainly, after the Presi- 
dent’s appeal to Democratic 
leaders, it could not be in- 
cluded among issues on which 
Democrats hurt the President's 
program. 

Nor could one of the chief 
items in the President’s domes- 
tic program—the school ¢on- 
struction bill. In the House, 111 
Republicans voted to kill that 
measure by striking out the en- 
acting clause.

scale epidemic occurred. 

Burney was interviewed in 
connection with a meeting of 
the Association of State and 
Territortial Health Officers of 
the United States. The group 
opened a two-day conference 
yesterday to map plans for com- 
batting possible large-scale out- 
breaks of the flu this fall or 
winter. 

A Navy report submitted to 
the association yesterday said 
between 35,000 and 40,000 cases 
of the disease have been re- 
ported so far among Navy and 
Marine Corps personne! in vari- 
ous parts of the world, includ- 
ing the United States. Discuss- 
ing these cases a spokesman 
said there had been only two 
deaths that might possibly be 
related to Asian flu. 

30,000 Cases in U.S. 

Dr. Carl Dauer of the Public 
Health Service said the current 
estimate of the total] number 
of confirmed cases in this coun- 
try is 30,000, including both ci- 
vilians and military personnel. 
However, that figure probably 
is low, he added. 

Discussing the vaccine at the 
meeting, Burney said there is a

16 Camp Areas in Forests. 


Vacationists are permitted to 
camp in any area they choose 
in the national forests. They 
must observe common-sense 
rules of sanitation and personal 
conduct. Precautionary meas- 
ures concerning fires must al- 
ways be taken. Most campers 
prefer an established area that 
provides a few conveniences 
such as picnic tables and cooke 
ing facilities.

IF THESE TRENDS GROW 
worse, the fear of runaway in- 
flation that dominated much of 
government and business think- 
ing in the spring and early 
summer may change, Deflation 
might then be in the air with 
the fear that it might get out 
of hand even if the Federal Re- 
serve jumped in as promised to 
make money easy. Some busi- 
ness men already charge that 
the tight money policy has 
slowed economic activity dan- 
gerously. The worrisome trends 
haven't set into a firm pattern. 
It may take another month or 
so to tell which way the econo- 
my will head in the final 
months of the year. But let’s 
look at some of the trends that 
are turning Wall Street bulls 
into bears. 

BUSINESS SPENDING FOR 
expansion and government 
spending for defense have been 
two factors putting the heaviest 
foot on the throttle of the busi- 
ness boom. Now there are can- 
cellations or postponements of 
some business building plans. 
Spending remains at a record 
high but the volume of new 
contracts declines. Sometimes 
tight money is blamed. Some- 
times it is a matter of capacity 
being built beyond current de- 
mand. The Pentagon is trim- 
ming back spending with con- 
siderable fanfare. The goal of 
the outgoing Defense Secretary 
is to cut military spending by 
about four billion dollars a year 
from the rate at which it was 
galloping in June and July. 
Skeptics say all the money will 
be spent eventually, but even 
so the current cutback will be 
felt in the next few months. 

NEY VOTED FOR FOR- 
eign aid has a way of coming 
back in the guise of payments 
for Americap products and 
Services. An“economy minded 
Congress appears bent on dam- 
ming some of this stream. 
Building of new homes is about 
35 per cent below the 1955 
peak. Recent sweetening of 
mortgage terms has yet to show 
any effect on home starts. Re- 
tail sales are running slightly 
ahead of a year ago. But high- 
er prices account for most of 
that. And big ticket items 
aren’t moving as fast as manu- 
facturers would like. Sluggish 
sales in a number of lines are 
causing inventories to pile up. 
These probably will be worked 
off, even if sales picked up in 
the fall, before new orders are 
placed in boom-size volume. 
Bank loans to business have 
dropped ‘by $567,000,000 since 
June 30. In the same period last 
year they rose by $188,000,000. 

WHOLESALE COMMODITY 
prices have stopped their climb. 
The wholesale -food index has 
dropped from its record high.

Indication of Stand. 


(A United Press dispatch said 
that by filing charges against 
Hoffa, the AFL-CIO has given | 
a tip-off that it opposes him as | 
president of the Teamsters. Ele- | 
vation of Hoffa from vice presi- 
dent to president of the Team- 
sters would almost insure the 
ouster of the union from the 
AFL-CIO, informed sources 
in Washington said.) 

Hoffa and retiring president 
Dave Beck came out of yester- 
day’s session refusing to di- 
vulge any information about the 
course of the discussions, dur- 
ing which loud and angry voices‘ 
were heard by reporters waiting 
outside.

Instead of thinking what to do 
te him because of these demonstrations of immaturity try 
to direct his activities to doing something that will please 
the one he tries to dominate, so showing power in a con- 
structive fashion. He might pick a flower for the aunt he 
was so rude to; he might tie little brother’s shoe and so 
know the feeling of power without the taint of aggression. 

There are times, however, when this shift of attention 
and change of feeling cannot be brought about effectively. 
Then what? Wait a little. Think about the child’s routined 
life. Why, did he behave badly? What time of day? What 
happened just before?

GENERATION ago, George 
Bernard Shaw said that the 
modern man was too 
to think aboyt his sins. Shaw 
admitted that there was such a 
thing as sin. 

What might be called con- 
temporary thinking does not 
admit even the existence of sin. 
A man might reach a point of 
self-condemnation saying, “How 
stupid I am,” but he would 
never reach the horrid depths 
of guilt, crying out, “I am a sin- 
ner” as did Peter; when he cast 
himself at the feet of Our 
Divine Lord. In fact, a con- 
sciousness of sin in these times 
is equated with a psychological 
abnormality. There is such a 
thing as a “guilt complex,” but 
the term has come to include 
the denial of all guilt and the 
identification of guilt with a 
deviation from the normal. 

* — - 

FROM a spiritual point of 
view, the denial of sin makes 
salvation impossible. If the 
blind deny they are blind, there 
is no hope of ever seeing. But 
despite all denials of sin yo 
fact still remains—though 
person may deny the reality of 
sin, he nevertheless feels the 
effects of sin. 

Not all, certainly not even the 
majority, but many who are con- 
sulting psychiatrists are suffer- 
ing from the effects of repressed 


fect of hand-washing, which be- 
came a compulsion neurosis. The 
manifestation of her guilt was 
abnormal, but the guilt itself 
was real. 
No civilization is healthy 
—— denies that it never did 
or affirms that it is 
ceminaints when it does good 


and should be praised for the 
good it does, but is irresponsible 
when it does evil and should 
never be blamed. 

It may be interesting to note 
how sin has been regarded in 
various civilizations. The Greek 
word for sin in the New Testa- 
ment is hamartia which origi- 
nally meant missing of the 
mark. The greatest of the Greek 
poets, Homer, who lived about 
1000 years before Christ, used 
that word about 100 times, for 
example, when a soldier missed 
his mark with hig arrow or 
spear. Thucydides, who lived 
about 500 years before Christ, 
used the word to signify a miss- 
ing of the right turn in a 
road. In the Old Testament, 
the word meant a missing of 
the mark or goal which was 
signified by the law given to 
Moses. 

Whenever a thing is used for 
a purpose for which it is not 
intended, there is a missing of 
the mark or goal or purpose, 
Le. to use a fountain pen to 
carve wood will result in the 
double failure of ruining the 
instrument itself and not carv- 
ing the wood. 

So when a man fails to at- 
tain the purpose for which he 
was made, namely the attain- 
ment of happiness or Truth and 
Love, which is God, he not only 
misses happiness, but he also 
hurts himself psychologically 
and sometimes physically, and 
always morally or spiritually, 
In this sense, sin then becomes 
‘a transgression against the law 
of God.

In Both Flavor 


And Strength

ERHAPS an onion is just 
Pin onion to you. Of course, 

all types have something in 
common, but they are not all 
alike. Some have a delicate and 
sweet flavor. Others, like the 
yellow onions, are so strong 
they will make you weep copi- 
ously when you prepare them. 

The white onions, especially 
those of the western Bermuda 
type now on the market, can 
be skinned and sliced almost 
painlessly. To avoid odor on 
my hands, I usually hold one in 
a paper towel. Those imported 
red onions from Italy are mild 
and are particularly good in 
salads. The chive, a member of 
the family, is received in even 
the best circles. It is featured 
as a garnish for the famous Vi- 
chyssoise and is often used in 
a sour cream dressing. 

The Bermuda ‘type onions are 
particularly well adapted for 
slicing and separating into rings 
before sautering in butter or 
beef drippings. Some of the 
latter can be poured off from 
the broiler pan while a steak 
is cooking. This is an advantage, 
as the fat will not catch fire 
while the meat is being grilled. 


A favorite salad is the com- 
bination of the onion rings—of 
course, uncooked — with a 
French dressing mixed with 
Roquefort or crumbled blue 
cheese. This is very good with 
frankfurters. And have you 
ever tried sliced oranges with 
thin slices of small mild onions 
or with the rings? 


Cheese-Marinated Onions 

Four large sweet onions, one 
package (3 ounces) Roquefort 
or blue cheese, crumpled; one- 
half cup olive oil or salad oil, 
two tablespoons lemon juice; 
one teaspoon salt; dash of pep- 
per; dash of paprika; one-half 
teaspoon sugar. 

Peel, slice onions and place 
in a bowl. Combine remaining 
ingredients and pour over 
oniohs. Chill thoroughly. Serve 
on crisp lettuce. Yield: Six 
servings. 


Smothered Onion Rings 

Peel and cut large sweet 
onions in slices of medium 
thickness. Separate into rings 
and saute in beef drippings or 
butter until lightly brown. Stir 
occasionally during cooking. Or 
cook onion rings around roast 
beef or oven-cooked broilers 
during last 15 minutes of roast- 
ing. 


No need to cover the pot 
when cooking cabbage, cauli- 
flower or any aromatic vege- 
table. Add a few caraway 
seeds to the pot and keep 
secret what’s cooking.
